Very Dangerous 


CHICAGO — A Florida woman 
was killed when a steel blade sailed 


50 feet through a window pane and 
struck her. 


A little girl died when her jugu- 


lar vein was servered by a flying 


Piece of metal. 

A veteran of three World War 
“II invasions was hospitalized when 
he was wounded by a flying kitch- 
en spoon-in his own front yard. 

These three people were victims 
of one of the most common of the 
new-fangled: home ‘tools — the 
power mower. 

In 1958, an estimated 15 million 
Power mowers were.in use, accord- 
ing to the National Safety Council. 
‘While no national statistics are 
available, a study in Georgia turn- 
ed up the following facts: 

1. Three out of 10 persons injur- 
ed in power mishaps were hurt by 
objects thrown by the mower. 

2. One injury in seven resulted, 
in some permanent disability. 

3. Toes and feet were parts of 
the body most often injured. 

4. More.than nine-tenths of the 
| accidents involved: rotary type 
mowers. The Council believes that 
is due at least in part to the great 
number of such mowers in use. 

The power mower is- no more dan- 
gerous than any other home tool, 
tue Council said, if propefly used 
and if a few basic rules are observ- 
ed. For example: 

Don’t use an electric mower when 
the grass is wet and slippery. 

Never allow youngsters or pets 
near a power mower. Never let a 
youngster operate one. 

Make sure the area to be mowed 
is free of sticks, stones, wire and 
other obstacles. 

Shut off the mower. before mov- 
ing it from one level to another or 
when you're working on it. Never 
leave the mower unattended when 
it’s running. 

Don’t refuel the mower while it's 
running or still hot from use. Al- 
ways refuel out of doors. 

When starting the engine stand 


spot—away from the blades. Al- 
ways be sure of your footing and 
balance—especially when mowing 
is on an incline, On hills and banks 
cut sideways, not up’and down. 

Know how to disengage the 
clutch and stop the engine quickly. 

The Safety Council said features 
to look for in buying a mower 
should include good balance, 
wheels large enough,for easy oper- 
ation over rough and uneven ter- 
rain, and a handle long enough so 
that the operator cannot pull the 
mower back onto his’feet. 

All moving parts of the mower 
should be enclosed in order to pre- 
vent contact with humans.
